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REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  COMMITTEE  FOR  1954 


Your  Highway  Committee  has  endeavored  this  year 
to  follow  the  plan  set  up  several  years  ago  in  locating 
the  new  construction  where  it  will  serve  the  most  and 
to  eventually  have  a  paved  road  into  each  section  of 
the  town.  In  this  way  we  have  already  noted  the  savings 
in  maintenance  costs  and  the  many  other  benefits  to 
those  who  use  these  roads.  Several  times  during  the 
year  we  were  requested  to  meet  ^vith  the  Selectmen  for 
our  opinion  on  major  highway  problems  as  they  arose. 

In  the  spring  your  Committee  met  with  the  Select- 
men to  discuss  the  highway  problems  in  general. 

Another  meeting  with  the  Selectmen  resulted  in  the 
decision  on  the  use  of  the  State  Aid  Allotment  (T.  R. 
A.).  By  individual  voting  it  was  decided  to  divide  the 
money  and  do  a  portion  on  three  roads  so  that  more 
residents  would  gain  some  benefits  this  year.  Only 
drainage  and  foundation  work  was  planned  on  these 
projects  and  these  have  been  completed. 

Later  your  Committee  met  with  the  Selectmen  and 
others  involved  on  the  dump  re-location  problem  to 
determine  the  highway  requirements  if  the  dump  or 
dumps  were  to  be  moved  to  a  new  site.  Also  at  this 
meeting  a  decision  was  reached  on  the  petition  of  Mr. 
Dermon,  that  the  Town  accept  a  new  street  to  his 
housing  development.  The  Selectmen  notified  Mr.  Der- 
mon of  the  requirements  necessary. 

We  were  requested  to  view  and  give  an  opinion  on 
the  highway  intersection  in  the  Hatfield  section  which 
we  found  to  be  a  difficult  and  dangerous  corner  for 
school  bus  operation  and  the  condition  has  been  cor- 
rected. 
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We  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  West  Hop- 
kin  ton  bridge  and  part  of  the  requirements  have  been 
completed. 

It  was  with  pleasure  that  we  saw  the  completion  of 
the  Town  construction  project  on  the  Straw  road  as 
this  eliminates  a  costly  maintenance  burden  on  our 
highway  funds  and  assures  that  group  of  residents  year 
round  travel  to  the  main  road. 

It  has  been  gratifying  to  your  Committee  to  watch 
the  plans  of  the  last  few  years  proceed  and  eventually 
are  completed.  Only  a  few  years  ago  several  of  these 
highways  were  too  narrow  for  safe  passing  even  in  the 
summer  and  impassable  bogs  in  the  spring.  To  those 
who  only  use  these  roads  occasionally  this  means  little, 
but  to  those  who  must  use  these  roads  to  get  to  and 
from  their  homes  these  improvements  mean  a  lot. 

The  cooperation  between  your  Committee  and  the 
Selectmen  during  this  past  year  has  proven  its  value  in 
many  ways.  By  open  discussion  and  careful  planning 
we  can  and  have  overcome  many  of  our  major  highway 
problems.  In  following  this  method  we  can  give  every 
resident  a  better  road  much  sooner  and  without  raising 
our  highway  budget. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  those 
who  are  waiting  patiently  for  their  turn,  and  to  those 
^ve  will  say  that  "You  are  not  forgotten,  but  the  other 
road  was  worse  than  yours  so  we  did  that  first."

improperly  extinguished  camp  or  cook  fires  —  all  add 
up  to  the  CARELESSNESS  that  means  serious  loss  of 
property,  disruption  of  industry  and  farm  work  and 
imnecessary  expenditure  of  town  and  state  funds. 

It  points  to  the  need  of  eliminating  CARELESS- 
NESS so  far  as  it  concerns  fire  from  our  daily  life.  The 
rules  are  simple  —  your  cooperation  is  earnestly  so- 
licited. 

1.  Be  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodlands. 

2.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material  —  cigars,  ciga- 
rettes and  matches  —  is  completely  out  before 
discarding  it.  Use  ash  trays  in  autos. 

3.  Secure  the  required  written  permission  to  burn 
from  your  local  forest  fire  warden  when  the 
ground  is  not  completely  covered  with  snow. 

4.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with 
burning  requirements. 

5.  Call  the  -warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected 
and  aid  him  to  extinguish  it.

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The  enrollment  figures  show  that  our  first  grade 
group  is  even  larger  than  the  second  grade.  It  also 
shows  that  we  have  thirty-six  children  in  the  first  grade 
in  Contoocook  where  twenty-five  is  considered  the 
maximum  number  that  should  be  in  a  first  grade.  It 
also  shows  thirty  in  the  combined  first  and  second  grade 
room  in  Hopkinton  Village.  Obviously,  these  children 
in  the  two  classrooms  will  not  get  all  the  individual 
help  they  need.  Notice  that  fourteen  seniors  graduate  in 
June,  1955  and  their  place  will  be  taken  by  twenty- 
eight  eighth  graders.  Classes  entering  high  school  will 
continue  to  be  substantially  larger  than  those  gradu- 
ating. 

By  the  time  you  read  this  report  there  should  be  a 
Committee  studying  the  problem  which,  of  course,  has 
more  implications  than  just  more  classroom  space. 
There  will  be  the  problem  of  course  of  study  and,  also, 
transportation.  Our  transportation  system  has  just 
about  reached  its  capacity  with  the  present  number  and 
type  of  vehicles.  This  fall  we  had  to  reroute  one  of  the 
buses  in  order  to  provide  for  the  increased  number  of 
children  in  the  Tyler  section  of  town. 

The  teachers  in  the  high  school  are  going  to  carry 
on  an  Evaluation  Program.  Mr.  Milne  will  discuss  this 
in  more  detail  in  his  report  so  that  you  will  have  some 
idea  what  an  evaluation  study  is.  I  am  very  much  in 
favor  of  it  and  the  School  Board  has  voiced  its  ap- 
proval also.  I  would  like  to  mention  that  it  is  going 
to  take  a  considerable  amount  of  time  on  the  part  of 
the  teachers,  and,  yet,  they  have  whole  heartedly  en- 
tered into  the  project  which  has  been  done  in  only  a 
few  high  schools  in  New  England. 

Our  increased  enrollment  of  the  past  few  years  has 
forced  us  to  add  teachers  to  our  staff,  and  we  should 
have  another  teacher  for  the  high  school  next  year.  In 
the  next  few  years  we  will  have  to  have  still  more 
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teachers.  It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  projected 
figures  for  this  year  and  the  projected  table  of  last 
year.  In  1964,  we  will  have  324  pupils  in  the  high 
school  as  compared  to  310  pupils  on  last  year's  projec- 
tion. We  will  reach  the  300  figure  in  1959  instead  of 
1963.  How  much  more  new  homes  in  the  community 
will  affect  this  figure  is  a  guess,  but  the  trend  is  for  an 
accelerated  increase  in  school  population. 

The  increased  enrollment  and  the  need  for  more 
teachers  is  being  felt  all  over  the  country.  The  teacher 
supply  has  been  critical  and  becomes  more  so  each 
year.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  that  we  have  had  few 
changes  in  our  teaching  staff  over  the  past 'few  years. 
This  year  we  had  only  one  change.  Mrs.  Germaine 
Sawyer  replaced  Nicholas  Kontinos  in  the  fourth  grade 
in  Contoocook. 

With  teacher  supply  short  and  the  demand  increas- 
ing, teachers'  salaries  are  going  up.  Students  of  teachers 
colleges  who  will  start  teaching  in  September  are  al- 
ready talking  of  asking  for  salaries  which  are  higher 
than  some  of  our  teachers  are  getting  who  have  had 
years  of  experience. 

For  the  past  two  years,  since  we  have  been  in  the  new 
building,  we  have  been  operating  on  an  inadequate 
budget.  The  1952-1953  budget  was  drawn  up  in  Jan- 
uary and  we  went  into  the  building  the  following  De- 
cember. We  had  been  in  the  building  only  a  month 
when  we  made  up  the  1953-1954  budget.  It  is  very 
difficult  to  draw  up  an  exact  budget  for  expenses  that 
will  occur  in  the  next  eighteen  months.  In  both  years 
we  underestimated  the  cost  of  operation  of  the  build- 
ing, the  increased  number  of  pupils  and  increase  in 
costs. 

The  current  budget  for  this  year  (1954-1955)  is  in 
line  with  actual  expense,  but  we  have  a  deficit  of  a 
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thousand  dollars  from  the  two  previous  years  to  over- 
come. 

These  are  difficult  times  in  American  Education  and 
in  New  Hampshire  Education.  School  boards  are  faced 
with  increased  enrollments,  increased  costs  and  need 
for  new  buildings  on  the  one  hand,  and  a  mounting 
tax  rate  on  the  other  hand.  No  little  credit  is  due  these 
people  for  all  the  time  and  effort  to  provide  an  ade- 
quate education  for  the  children  of  the  community. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board,  the  teachers  and  people 
of  the  community  for  their  fine  cooperation.

Of  these  twenty-four  graduates,  thirteen,  or  about 
fifty-four  percent,  have  gone  on  to  further  their  edu- 
cation. These  graduates  are  attending  such  institu- 
tions as  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  Keene 
Teachers  College,  Plymouth  Teachers  College,  Mount 
Auburn  Hospital,  Laconia  Hospital,  Manchester  Tech- 
nical Institute,  Mount  Ida  Secretarial  School,  Bob 
Jones  University,  Miss  Farmer's  School  of  Cooking, 
Concord  Commercial  College,  and  Tilton  Prep  School. 
Of  the  remainder,   three  are  married;   four  have  en- 
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listed  in   the   United  States  Air  Force;   and  four  are 
gainfully  employed. 

In  January  of  this  year,  the  staff  of  Hopkinton  High 
School  began  an  evaluation  of  the  school  and  its  pro- 
gram. This  evaluation  will  just  be  concerned  with 
grades  seven  through  twelve.  This  will  mean  that  the 
staff  will  have  to  devote  about  one  evening  a  week 
for  the  next  school  year  to  the  evaluation. 

The  purpose  of  such  an  evaluation  is  to  improve 
educational  programs.  We  are  always  conscious  of  the 
fact  that  we  can  better  our  programs.  The  only  reason 
for  applying  evaluation  standards  is  to  bring  about  im- 
provement in  teaching  methods,  curriculum  organiza- 
tion and  content,  administrative  and  special  services, 
and  educational  facilities.  We  are  not  concerned  with 
comparing  or  rating  school  systems  or  teachers  but 
rather  with  determining  our  present  status  and  in  set- 
ting the  stage  for  growth  and  improvement. 

The  evaluation  materials  are  supplied  by  the  New 
England  School  Development  Council  of  which  we  are 
a  member.  The  major  portion  of  the  expense  is  borne 
by  that  group.  The  basis  for  the  evaluation  is  the  fol- 
lowing: (1)  identification  by  the  teachers  of  important 
characteristics  of  the  pupils  and  community;  (2)  de- 
termining specific  educational  needs  which  are  within 
the  responsibility  of  the  school;  and  (3)  development 
of  a  statement  of  philosophy  and  objectives  to  be  used 
as  a  basis  for  evaluation  study. 

Keeping  the  above  things  constantly  in  mind;  the 
staff  examines  the  instructional  areas  such  as  social 
studies,  vocational  studies,  language,  arts,  mathematics, 
science;  and  also  such  things  as  the  school  plant,  libra- 
ry services,  guidance  activities,  and  special  activities. 
While  examining  these  areas  the  staff  rates  themselves 
as  to  how  well  they  are  meeting  the  needs  of  the  youth 
of  our  community. 
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When  the  staff's  work  has  been  completed,  a  visiting 
committee  from  outside  our  community  will  come  in. 
This  group  will  take  the  staff's  evaluation  and  spend 
two  or  three  days  checking  the  evaluation  while  school 
is  in  session.  Three  types  of  reports  are  provided.  These 
include  (1)  the  report  of  the  visiting  committee  indi- 
cating commendations  and  recommendations;  (2)  the 
staff's  self-evaluation  report;  and  (3)  a  graphic  sum- 
mary of  the  evaluations.  The  reports  indicate  both 
strengths  and  needs  present  in  the  educational  pro- 
gram and  are  to  be  used  as  a  basis  for  planning  changes 
and  improvements  which  will  help  the  teachers  meet 
pupil  needs  more  effectively.
